“Xlre’ Geal was the sale of his Bank, 

Med ihe HoltMaw Bank at fuka, and 
of his, large holdings of stock in the 
National Bank at Salem. The tempo- 
rary purchaser of the Iuka Bank is the 
Salem Bank, officials.of which are in 
charge -of the institution today. The 
local bank will be purchased by men of 
means of this town and reorganized as 
the Iuka Farmers Bank. 

The bank is:believed by the deposit- 
ors to be solvent, and there has. been 
no vestige of a run upon it as a result 
of Holtsiaw's. confession. The selling 
price was about $35,000. Holtslaw was 
persuaded to sell, it is said, because he 
feared: his complicity in the Lorimer 
bribery would impair public confidence 
in the institution. Its capital stock is 
$25,000 and its deposits $100,000. 

Just what Holtslaw’s holdings in the 
Salem Bank were yesterday is not 
knowm.- A few years ago he controlled 
enough stock lacking five shares to pro- 
cure his election as president of the 
bank. He is said to be worth $60,000, 
which includes 700 acres of the finest 
grazing land in Marion County.

“The Senator is worth $10,000 more to- 
day that he was yesterday,”’ said Dr. W. 
L. Finn this morning to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, &

“Senator Holtsiaw wil! not appear be- 
fore the grand jury at Springfield to- 
day because of the shock to his health 
resulting from his exposure,’’ Dr. Finn 
said. “It is not true, as reported, that 
the Senator has become demiented over 
his troubles, but his nerves are shot 
to pieces. He has been in bed since his 
return from Springfield. I can't say

Both Sides of Family in Bat- 
tle After Mother’s Taxi- 
cab Flight. 


A’ mother’s ‘taxicab’ flight with her 
child, culminating in a’ rough-and-tum- 
ble fight between two grandfathers, two 
grandmothers, the mother: and father, 
in which @ne grandfather . was stabbed: 
in the back, reached its. climax in the 
arrest of three of the participants by 
the Bast St. Louis police and was ter- 
minated by the release of the arrested 
persons under peace bonds. 

.ie principals in the family war were 
Oscar Grant, 28 years old, and his wife, 
Mrs. Fay Meyers Grant, 21, who were 
married five years ago and lived at 
3120 Locust street, St. Louis, until Mrs. 
Grant went to live with her parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. W. E. Meyers, at 321 North 
Eighth -street, Bast St. Louis, on May 
8. Their St. Louis home was that of 
the husband's parents, Mr. and. Mrs. 
Oscar Grant Sr., where a boy, Gar- 
nett, was born to them four years ago. 

For some time preceding Mrs. Grant’s 
return to her parental home, her hus- 
band had been out of work and she ‘had 
found employment ‘at Nugent’s depart- 
ment store. On May 3 she left him, 
leaving their child.in his possession, it 
being understood, she says, that he was 
to bring the boy to visit her.‘ ; 

The father failing to take the son 
to see the mother, it is said, the latter 
employed a lawyer, who obtained a writ 
for possession; of the child. On Sunday 
morning the young mother and the law- 
yer came in a taxi to St. Louis to get 
the child. They knew the father would 
most likely be at the Episcopal Church 
of the Holy Communion, Leffingwell and 
Washington avenues; and they went to 
the church, 

The father was at the church, but 
he had left the boy at home. Soon 
after the interview at the church 
the mother and her lawyer went 
to the home, where the mother rang 
the bell. The little boy himself. came 
to the door. The mother threw her 
arms about him and ‘rushed to the 
waiting taxicab. 

Oscar Grant, the husband, had fre- 
turned home and was in the base- 
ment, clad only in his trousers and 
undershirt. Without waiting to don 
more clothing, he, too, rushed out 
and swung onto the rear of the taxi 
as it started away at ful) speed with 
young Mrs. Grant, little Garnett and 
the lawyer inside. 

The husband clung onto the taxi so 
stubbornly that finally’ it was stop- 
ped by Mrs. Grant’s ordérs and she 
invited her husband inside, to ac- 
company them to Bast St. Louis, 
where they might teach a _ settle- 
ment.

Railways Announce New 
Tariffs, 5 to 25 Per Cent 
Higher Than Old Ones. 





IS ANTICIPATED 
Lines Believed to Be Plan- 
ning to Outwit Framers of 

Railroad Bill. 
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President Taft and Attorney- 
General Wickersham decided 
to institute immediate- 
ly an injunction suit in St. Louis 
against the Western Traffic As- 
sociation to restrain it from put- 
ting into effect Wednesday a 
general increase in freight rates, 
according. to a press dispatch 
from Washingon. 

A few minutes after the Presi- 
dent and Attorney - General 
Wickersham had decided upon 


this action, Senator La Follette 


of Wisconsin introduced a reso- 
lution in the Senate declaring it 
to be the sense of that body that 
an injunction suit should be 


brought against the railroads. 

The dispaiches indicate that St. Louis 
has, again been selected by the Govern- 
ment as the battleground for a. great 
legal Yight against corporate-power. At 
the specific: direction of former Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, St. Louis was selected 
as the place for the suit against the 
Standard Oll Co.,-whith,; by the recent 
decision of the’ United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals for the Eighth Dis- 
trict, resulted in a sweeping victory for 
the Government. 

The Western railroads. have announced 
that they intend to put into effect a gen- 
eral increase of 5 to 2 per cent in 
freight rates. The schedules, showing 
the increased rates, are due to be filed 


sion Wednesday, and will become ef- 
fective in 30 days, unless held up by 
Government injunction. 

It is declared in Washington that the 
advance in freight rates was agreed 
upon by the railroads to forestall the 
enactment of the rallroad bill backed 
by President Taft. 

The decision to institute an injunction 
against the railroads, the dispatches 
state, followed a conference in Wash- 
ington Monday between Attorney-Gen- 
eral Wickersham and a committee rep- 
resenting shippers, consumers and pro- 
ducers in the territory affected by the 
proposed increase in rates. 


Shippers File Objection. 

Senators Clapp of Minnesota, ‘Cullom 
of Illinois and Warner of Missouri, 
and Representatives Nye of Illinois and 
Stafford of Wisconsin, escorted the 
committee to the Department of Justice, 
where a vigorous protest was made to 
the proposed increase tn rates.

WASHINGTON, May 31.—The Supreme 


Court of the United States today set 
the corporation tax cases for reargu- 


ment at the beginning of the next’ torn 
before a full bench. 

The fact that this decision has bees 
pending for several weeks has had a 
depressing effect on financial activity, 
according to the, bankers and brokers. 

It is presumed that the death of Jus- 
tice Brewer who heard the argument 
when the case was first up, is the main 
reason for the argument being or- 
dered. 

Provides fer Publicity. 

One paragraph of the law provided 
for the publicity of the returns requires 
as a basis of fixing. the tax. 

The tax was to be paid’ on or before 
June 30 of each year and the returns for 
each year were to be made by March 1. 
It was provided that the tax should’ be 
paid for the year ending June 30, 1910, 
although the law was not passed until 
Aug. 5, 1909. 

Not until shortly before the expira- 
tion of the time for the making of the 
returns was the first meve made to 
test the validity of the tax. This move- 
mer.t to test the great question) about 
corporation law started in the ‘little 
town ‘of Windsor, Vt. 

This was the signal for the oringing 
of suits in many sections of the United 
States. All were decided in exactly the 
same way and almost invariably _ 4p- 
peals were taken to the Supreme Court.

Statute Restricting Rail- 
road Litigation. 


According to a press dispatch to the 
Post-Dispatch Tuesday, the statute of 


Missouri passed March 13, 1907, prehibit- 


ing foreign corporations from doing 


business within ‘the State if they seek 
litigation .in the United States courts, 
was declared unconstitutional Tuesday 
by the United States. Supreme Court. 
The statutory provision referred to 
provides that any foreign or non-resi- 
dent railway corporation created under 
the laws of any other. State, territory or 
county, doing business as a carrier of 
freight or passengers from one point 
40’ another ‘in the State, that shall re- 
move any, suit‘to“any Federal court 
without the permission of the other 
hparty in writing, shall’ forfeit its right 
to .do>,business in Missouri. 
‘If the non-resident. corporation shall 
institute any. proceeding in a Federal 
Court against a- citizen of Missouri, the 
same provision of forfeiture of its rights 
to do business in:the State is provided. 
The provision is made in the statute 
that a violation of. its provisions shall 
cause the Secretary of State to forth- 
with rev oke the permiet of the company 
to do business fn the State, and to ad- 
vertise the fact in newspapers of gen- 
eral circulation. <A period of five years 
must elapse, according to the statute, 
before another charfer can be given to 
the corporation after it is once revoked 
for violation. 
A penalty of from $2000 to $10,000 is 
provided if any company whose charter 
had been revoked shall attempt to carry 
engers or freight from one point in

Has. Too Much Voice in 
Naming of Ticket, They 
Complain. 


Some members of the Democratic 
City Committee. are already becom- 
ing dissatisfied with the policy of the 
slate-making sub-committee of the 
business men’s advisory committee. 
They complain that James E. Smith, 
former president of -the Business 


Men's League,” is having too much 
voice in the selection of the Demo- 
cratic candidates.

Smith Dentes Charge. 

James E. Smith, answering the asser- 
tion that he supported Kreismann for 
Mayor, said: 

“The charge is not true. I voted for 
William F. Woerner, the Democratic 
candidate for Mayor. I consider myself 
a Democrat, but I do not alwayse sup- 
port ‘the Democratic national ticket. I 
yoted for Mr. Taft for President. 

“There is no basis for the fear that 
public service corporations will dominate 
the ticket selected. The only purpose 
of our committee is to get the best 
men we can to run for office. Good 
men are hard to find. We are doing 
our very best to get them. 

Four members of the committee 
are directors of the Mississippi Val- 
ley Trust Co., fiscal agent for the 
public service corporations, and also 
a financial representative of the 
Terminal . Association. Julius § 
now is a member of the board of di- 
rectors of the Mississippi Valley 
Trust Co.,-is also chairman of the 
board of directors of the Terminal 
Association. 

Carleton Not in City. 


Murray Carleton, who formerly was 
president of the United Railways Co. 
and the St. Louis Transit Co., and 
now is a member of the board of di- 
rectors of the Laclede Gas Light Co., 
lives in St. Louis county, and, they 
point out, can not even vote for the 
slate he is helping to make. 
Democratic politicians say they 
fear it will be charged that the tick- 
et selected by the. sub-cémmittee 
might be influenced by the public 
service interests. They point out 
that J. Lionberger Davis, selected as

Safe Made to Hold Radium 
Valued at $5,000,000,000. 
LONDON, May 31.—What is declared 
to be the most ingenious safe ever con- 
structed has been completed for the 
British Radium Corporation. The prob- 
lem presented to the manufacturers was 
‘not only to construct a safe that would 
bid defiance to burglars, but which at 
the same time would prevent the escape 
of the radium. 

It is well known to sclentists that ra- 
dium emanations will pass through the 
thickest and hardest steel. For this rea- 
son the inner coffer of the safe was 
made of lead, three inches thick, 
closed within a burglar proof. steel 
shell. There are many other special 
features, including means of collecting 
the radium emanations before the coffer 
is opened. 

This compartment safe is designed to 
hold 100 pounds of radium, valued at 
$5,000,000,000. The total weight of the 
safe is one and a half tons.

knock the jobbers out of business, is 
the erection of large warehouses in 
various parts of the country where 
steée] corporation products, such as 
bars, tin plate and other finished ma- 
terial. ,will ‘be sold at retail. Such a 
warehouse is now being completed in 
Pittsburg, following the building of a 
similar but much larger one at Waverly, 
N. J., which has been in operation for 
two years. 

Depots are also being established by 
the Steel Corporation subsidiary con- 
cerns near St. Louls and New Orleans. 
When the %Vaverly plant was built it 
was said py the Steel Corporation that 
it was for the accommodation of retail 
trade whose orders could. not always 
be’ promptly filled by jobbers, who were 
alleged to often carry incomplete stocks, 
Now comes the conipletion of the Pitts- 
burg waréhouse by the same subsidiary 
concern, the Carnegie Steel Co., and ar- 
rangements for depots at Mississippi 
River points by the American Steel and 
Wire Co. 

Is After Jobbers. 

Jobbers say the corporation is aiming 
to eventually get their business, build- 
ing one warehouse at a time. All the 
warehouses will carry full lines of all 
Stee! Corporation products except cer- 
tain heavy tonnage lines. 

The fight on the jobbers was started 
several months ago in another direction. 
The Carnegie Steel Co., whose price 
ecard on steel bars includes extra prices 
on extra. sizes, has .always given the 
trade a_ discount of 50 per cent on 
euch extra prices, but some months 
ago it issued a new card in which extra 
prices were cut by 60 per cent, making 
the card price the actual price charged. 
To protect the jobbers, the Republic 
Iron and Steel Co. and other large stee] 
ecancerns promptly issued steel bar price 
enrds carrying the old price in full. 


WHl Be Hard Fight. 
Jobbers will be forced to fight this 


~ price cut in the new. prices which will 


be quoted to retail trade at gorporation 
warehouses. 

Another advantage obtained by the 
Steel Corporation will be the fact it 
will ship to its Mississippi Rtver de- 
pots by ‘water, although steel prices 
outside of Pittsburg are based on the 
Pittsburg price plus railroad freight. 
By using its large resources to make 
heavy water shipments, the Steel Cor- 
pereation will be enabled to undersell 
jobbers, who must pay railroad freights, 
and still ‘make larger profit than job- 
bers.

But when questioned concerning 
his future plans, Mr. Curtiss had no 
announcement to make, except that he 
would be at Louisville on time. 

“What stands out in your* mind, Mr. 
Curtiss,"" he was asked, ‘‘as the most 
prominent feature of your memorable 
trip through the air?’’ 

“That would be a difficult question 
to answer,’’ said the quiet Uttle man 
whose name is on every tongue. “Real- 
ly, the strangest thing about it all to 
me is my feeling of idleness now that 
it is all over. 

“You see,” he went on, “‘I had been 
preparing for “his flight for weeks and 
months. My whole timé was devoted to 
it and all my thoughts were given te the 
experiments necessary before a definite 
attempt to win the prize could be made. 

“Every failure I experienced, esprcial- 
ly in connection with the water trials. 
just drew so much more on my spirit 
of enthusiasm, till I got so wrapped up 
in the plans that I thought and dreamed 
of nothing else.’’ 

New Name for His Airship. 

“Have you christened the aeroplane 
yet?’’ said a listener. , 

“No, not exactly,” laughed Curtiss. 
“My only christening was for the old 
June Bug—but I'm thinking I'l call ‘this 
one the ‘hucson Filer... How do you 
think that would do, dear?” he added, 
turning to Mrs. Curtiss, who sat at a 
window in the private parlor with the 
wife of Curtiss’ business r-anager. 
Mrs. Curtiss smiled back an’ replied 
that she guessed that would be all ye mses 


‘Did you have any superstitious fee}- 
Ing at all on your trip?’ was another 
question. “Buch a feeling, for instar-ce, 
as though you had to do certain things, | 
or. did you have any mascot?’ 

"I had'no mascot, unless it was the 
badge Triaca, gave me years ago anc 
which I wear on my cap.

The flight of Glenn Curtiss from Albany to 
New York is the precursor of other similar tésts 
of the endurance and stability of aeroplanes. A 
proposed flight from New York to Chicago with 
not more than seven stops has been already sug- 
gested.

From either 
point the distance exceeds by many miles anything 


So rapid has been the progress in aviation that 
the record of today is commonplace tomorrow. 
Into the seven years since the Wrights first got 
off the ground everything has been crowded and 
it is not yet two years since the really sensational 
flights were made. 

Remaining in the air is no longer the question. 
That and the distance traversed depends on two 
things—the amount of fuel that can be carried and 
weather conditions. A 200-mile flight, without a 
stop would be less remarkable than a 10-mile trial 
which would prove the stability of the aeroplane 
in wind and storm. The personal qualities and 
dexterity of the aviator are now the factors which 
share importance only with the dependableness 
and power of the motor. The momentous ques- 
tions are whether the aeroplane can be brought 

_ to a point of perfection, where persons ordinarily

and whether the motor can be made as reliable as

»ASHINGTON, May 31.—The agere- 
gate number of communicants or mem- 
bers of all religious denominations in 
continental United States for 1906 was 
$2,936,445, according to the United States 
éensus of religious bodies, a part of the 
census bureau’s special report now fn 
press. Of this grand total, the various 
Protestant bodies reported 3,287,742, and 
the Roman Catholic Church 12,679,142. 

Of the Protestant communicants, ac- 
cording to the report, 9.6 per cent were 
outside the principal cities of the coun- 
try. Of the Catholics, 27.9 per cent were 
in the cities of thé first class, those 
having a population of more than 300,- 
000, while 47.8 per cent were outside the 
cites of the first, second, third or fourth 
classes, the last class being cities of 3,- 
000 to 60,000. Protestants in the first 
class cities aggregated 7.3 per cent. 

In the five leading cities, the prepor- 
tion of communicants to population was: 

New York—44.7 per cent.

Philadelphia—33.8 per cent.

Since 
he marriage, the county clerk at Spring- 
field has had several inquiries about 
it, two of them being made by pereey, 
who called at hisjoffice. 

In the trial of: the divorce suit and 
alienation suit, witnesses testified that 
Mrs. Heinis and Voepel, who was a 


‘boarder in the Heinis’ home, were on 


friendly terms. Mrs. Hejnis denied vig- 
srously that she was going tc marry 
Voepel after getting a divorce. 

Testifying in her own behalf, Mrs.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 31. 
Article 5 of the Constitution 
of the United States, which 
authorities agree provides for 
the méthod of a change that 
would permit the election of 
Senators by the people at large, 
reads as follows: 
HE Congress, whenever two- 
«3 thirds of -both houses shall 
deem it necessary, shall pro- 
pose amendment to the constitu- 
tion,. or on the application of the 
legislatures of two-thirds of the 
states, shall call a convention for 
proposing amendments, which in 
either case shall be valid to all in- 
tents and purposes as part of this 
constitution when ratified by the 
legislators of three-fourths of the 
several states or by conventions in 
three-fourths thereof, as the one or 
the other mode of ratification may 
be proposed by the congress; pro- 
vided that no amendment which 
may be made prior to the year 1808 
ehall in any manner affect the 
first and fourth clauses in the ninth 
section of the article and that no 
State without its consent shall be 
deprived of its equal suffrage in 
the Senate.

STATES DODGE SYSTEM 


More Than Three-Fourths 
Have Found Way to Evade 
Method Prescribed. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, May § 31.—Senator 
Robert L. Owen of Oklahoma will ad- 
dress the Senate today on “The Elec- 
tion of senators by a direct vote of tne 
people and the necessity for restoring 
the rule of the people.’’ 

Senator Owen has made a close study 
of the question of the advisability of so 
amending the Constitution as to provide 
for the choice of the members of the 
upper house by popular vote In exactly 
similar manner to the method of élect- 
ing members of the House of Represen- 
tatives. He believes that such elections 
will eliminate, to a great extent, the 
domination of the Senate by the “in- 
terests.”’ 

The movement for direct election of 
United States Senators by popular vote 
has reached the point where more than 
three-fourths of the states of the union 
have found some method of circumvent- 
ing the original intention of the consti- 
tution, and today, in 37 of the states 
the legislatures have become the regis- 
tering machines for the popular will. 

This has been effected without an 
amendment to the Federal Constitution. 
At the same time no fewer than 2 
states have memorialized .Congress 
either through joint or concurrent res- 
olutions of their legislatures requesting 
of the national body that the constitu- 
tional convention be called with this 
particular chango’ as its object. 

States Ask for Convention, 

Other states have besought Congress 
to pass an amendmeht to the Federal 
Constitution to be ratified by the states.

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COMBINATION PLAYS.. 


HE plays in which quick thinkin 


counts most, and is absolutely neces- 


sary if the club is to win, are the combination plays in which the suc- 
cess of the man who is executing the mechanical part of the work de- 
pends largely upoh what is done by © ne or more of the other players. 


There are hundreds of, plays executed 
every week during the season by the 
major league players in which perhaps 
only one man touches the ball and yet 
in which the others may have some 
part, If the assistants in such a play 
fall, either by action or by neglect, 
to act or move, they may give the op- 
ponent a clew as to what is to be at- 
tempted and.enable them to foil the 
attack or turn it against the attackers. 
If each man does his allotted part, and 
then the play fails, the one who han- 
dies the ball receives the censure, as he 
would have received the praise had it 
succeeded. , 


The player who is the assistant in 
combination plays has one principal 
duty and that is to go to the right 
spot at the right time. He may ‘have 
no part whatever in the play except to 
be there, ready to take part in it if it 
should miscarry in any way, or if the 
attacking player should make an unex- 
pected move in countering the attack. 
The unexpected is what wins games be- 
tween teams closely matched, and com- 
bination plays afford the greatest 
chance for such happenings. It is the 
duty of each man to guard every possi- 
ble avenue of escape in case a base 
runner is trapped by some clever com- 
bination, and resorts to quick use of his 
wits to escape before actually. being 
touched out. 

A Combination Piay. 
PLAY which happened when 
Malachi Jedediah Kittridge was 
catching for Washington illustrates 
the necessity of every, man taking part 
in the eombination formations. Runners 


were on second and third bases when. 


the ball was hit sharply to the shortstop, 
who threw to Kittridge, cutting Keeler 
off from the plate. The runner on 
second, of course, ran up to within a 
step of third base while Kittridge 
chased Keeler back toward the same 
bag, making motions as if to throw the 
ball. Keeler dodged, waiting for Kit- 
tridge to throw, intending then te make 
a dash for the plate. Keeler was with- 
in a few feet of third base when 
Kittridge, seeing the other runner stand- 

_ ing flat-footed on the other side of the 
“bag, dived past Keeler, intent. on. touch- 
ing the other runner first, then whirl- 
ing and either touching out or throw- 
ing out Keeler, and making a double 
play.

He threw and as the ball left 
his hand he saw the pitcher standing 
on the slab, the first baseman anchored 
to the bag, and no fielder near the plate.

taken too much for granted and failed
